U. S. infantrymen surged into Casteivetrano (population 
25,000) while other American columns drove within 30 miles 
of the Sicilian capital, Palermo.

This was a com 
pa mon piece to last Saturday's huge 
aerial attack by 192 of our warplanes 
on Kahili, Japan's key base in the 
Solomons, when nine enemy ships 
Including a cruiser and three de 
strayers were sunk. 
The field of Allied aggressiveness 
covers the whole vast Pacific area 
Our warships again have blasted the 
Nipponese defenses on Kl&ka Island 
up in the Aleutians, in preparation 
for invasion.

Daily we are tearing

In his efforts to cling to 
the vast expanse of islands which he 
grasped, he is expending resources 
which he can't replace and can’t 
afford to lese. 
Since Pearl Harobr the Allies have 
destroyed close to 650 Japanese ships 
of all types, including some 230 war 
vessels. 
The enemy air losses have 
been grave. 
Figures change almost 
hourly, but Hie trend can be seen in 
the fact th at since we began our of­ 
fensive in the New Georgia area 
the first of this month, we have de­ 
stroyed more than 300 Jap war­ 
planes. 
The cumulative effect of this 
wall be great, when finally Anglo- 
American sea and air power is re­ 
leased from the European theater 
and can be hurled at the Mikado.

Flashes of Life 


Washington, July ZZ (AP)—Dig­ 
ging deeper than ever Into the 
pockets of the average citizen, Uncle 
Sam will set out in September to 
break his own world’s record for 
financing war. 
Starting September 9, the nation’s 
third war loan drive will seek to 
raise $15,000,000,000—and if previous 
records are any criterion, the re­ 
sponse will go far beyond that goal. 
All of It Is to come from non- 
banking sources, which Is an inno­ 
vation here In the business of buy­ 
ing the tools of war. 
The first drive last December was 
aimed at a $9,000,000,000 goal, but 
actually raised nearly $13,000,000,000, 
In April, the Treasury Department 
shot 
for 
$13,000,000.000—and 
got 
$18,500,000,000. 
However. In both 
cases, banking sources brought In 
about $5,000,000,000 of each total, 
which adds about that much to the 
quota of the lndlvidauls, corpora­ 
tions, Insurance companies and oth­ 
er non-banking sources at this time. 
Volunteer Salesmen 
In each case, the financing pro­ 
gram represented the largest, to 
date, In world history. 
Details of the program were an­ 
nounced yesterday by Treasury Sec­ 
retary Morgenthau, who said the 
Job of raising the money will be 
handled by war finance committees 
of each state. Volunteer salesmen, 
operating on a door-to-door basis, 
will handle sales, he said, stressing 
that "a major consideration Is in­ 
creasing the number of people who 
are buying war bonds.” 
Securities offered will be essen­ 
tially the same as those sold In the 
second war loan drive, Morgenthau 
said. 
Meanwhile, the July war stamp 
drive for $180,000,000, was reported 
to be three-fourths of the way to­ 
wards its goal, spurred by the prom­ 
ise that the money will be used to 
build an aircraft carrier—the USS 
Shangri-La—to bomb Tokyo again
